Supreme Court.

[Before His Lordship Chief Justice Nccdham. ] 

Pemberton vs. Elliott— Mr McCroii>ht, in- 
Btructed by Meters Drake & Jackson, Tor thf- 
- plttiDtiff. and Mr Wood, instructed by Mr 
Greeo, for the defendant. 

-The plaintifl was assessed in tbo sum of 
•$415 for one portion of bis real estale, nnder 
the " T»x Aci Amen.lmpnt Act, 1862," and 
>ftlso in tho sum of $5 per cent, tbereon, ac- 
cording to tho Aot, through bis omission to 
pay within the prescribed time. The defend- 
. ant, as sheriff, demanded these- sums under 
the Act, and iiva per cent on the aggregate 
amount for his fees; the plaintiff rfosed lo 
pay this last sura, whereupon the dolendant 
levied on the pluiotifl's goods, who then paid 
the 8415 and the five per cent ibereoo, and 
' in addition the sum of $34 45 as ShenffV 
fees. This last sum was paid under protest. 
Another portion of the plaintiff's real estate 
was assessed in tho sum S7 70, cod five per 
cent tberoon as before, The sheriff also de- 
manded in thie instance the sum of 40 cents 
BB the amount cf his fees This last sum 
was paid by the plaintiff under protest, but 
without any levy. 

The questions for the determination of the 
Court were :— 1. Was the sheriff eotitlud to 
demand fees from tho plainiift' where ho hud 
mode a levy? 2. If bo, was he entitled 
where no levy had been mado 1 

His Lordship deoided buth questions in 
the negative, that is, in lavor of the plaiutifl, 
• and Mated that be did not think the case 
fed wiihin tho statute of Eliitbeth, wuiob 
authorized sheriffs to levy five per cont. let 
themselves, as that only applied as botweon 
StibjtclB, and not between tho Crown and the 
Babject; nor. did be think that it fell within 
the &tatuto of George the First, chapter 15, 
n9 by that Act the sheiiQ was only entitled 
to his fees es against the Crown j and he 
" added that, probably, the reason why the 
local Act created the psnalty of Ave per cent, 
was to enable tho Crown to pay-the Sheriff 
' what he would be entitled to demand from 
the aulhorities ; on this point, however, it 
waB unnecessary to givo any opinion, as Ibis 
T»nB a caso merely between the plaintifl and 
the sheriff. The Local Aot was silent as to 
; any right of tho sheriff to demand fees on a 
e lovyof the plaintiff's goods, and an oxpross 
. provision would he required to support tho 
' sheriff's claim. It- followed, as 'the shorifT 
. was not entitled whero thoro was a levy, that 
v ll3.coald have no right to fees where there 
was no servioe.

Hoas rROM Comox. — In noticing tho last 
trip of the Douglas, wo omitted to state that 
over- 60 live fat hogs came from Comox, a 
fact ci editable to that districti We find, 
however, tho owners experienced difficulty, 
in disposing of their stock; but whether tbo 
difficulty spriDge from themselves or the 
traders iu town is rather mixed, The Comox 
farmers say they caDnot sell their hogs. How 
is this? The furraersfrora Washington Ter- 
riti ry, Cowichan and other places slaughter 
their hogs before bringing them to market, 
because the traders here have not the aoeom- 
modation or the means to keep on hand a 
large stock of live animals. Had the Comox 
farmers done the same, they would loudily, 
we are iolorracd, hiive obtained 12 cents a 
pouud, which is 4 cents more than they atk 
per pound on foot. It is well that these, 
things .were understood, and then the blame, 
so much as there is of it, will fall on the- 
right pirties. In this case, it is evident, 
neither the Government nor the trcders of 
Victoria aro to blame, but the men of Ccmox 
themselves.

The town of 
Monticcllo was completely destroyed and 
the site was ten feet under water, while 
Cowlitz river, near the point of its 
confluence with the Columbia, has cut a 
new' channel throngh a farm. On White 
river, near beatllc, tho water inundated 
the country and inflicted great damage 
on . the settlers ; but, so far as wo havo 
heard, no human lives were lost. 

Accident to the Telegraph. — -The 
schooucr Alaska, while en route to Oswe- 
go, yesterday morning, broke down the 
wire suspended across the river near MiU 
waukio. It had been broken down sever- 
al time3 before by the masts of vessels, 
and tho expense of repairs being rather 
heavy, the Supreintendent laid down a 
cable some time ago; but tho lino had 
never been connected with it. Yester- 
day, however, after tho break caused by 
the Alaska, tho operator hero went up 
and connected tho line on each side of U12 
river with tho cable. — Portland Oregon- 
ian. 

Quay's IlAitBoit. — A gentleman of this 
city, says the Portland Herald, who is 
interested in the mines at Gray's Hurbor, 
received a hurriedly written letter from 
Glenn Peterson, Esq, which speaks highly 
of the mines and tho prospects of the 
future ; also, of the prospects for coal and 
coal oil Tho discoveries in that section 
of Washington are creating high hopes of 
commercial importance, which we hopo 
will be realized by the cUizens surround- 
ing the harbor. 

The Wiues.— There seems to be little 
or no prospect of telegraphic communica- 
tion with San Francisco being resumed 
for sorno weeks. Portland, Oregon, is in 
simihr position with ourselves — the line 
to that place having been down for two 
weeks.

The mail and ex- 
press wars unusually lange, but date from 
Richfield only to tho 10th lost., having been 
delayed by the wretohed stale of tho roads.

Remiuisccnces. 



The death of Major Isaac Humphreys 
deserves more than a passing notice. It 
is only known of him that ho lived and 
died iu th"s city on tho 1st of .December, 
1807. Tho writer was his intimate and 
porsonal friend for j/cars, and from his 
own lips ho told mo something of his his- 
tory. 

Major' Isaac Humphreys was born in 
tho Sute of New York, in tho year 1S00. 
He was of English origin — his pareuts 
having emigrated to tho United States 
soon after their marriage, in 1798. His 
father was a physician, a gentlemau of 
wealth, and died when Isaac was iu his 
ninth year. His mother died soon after 
his father. He had a brother two years 
younger than himself, who died when he 
was twelve years old. The two sons 
were left by their father some ten thousand 
dollars each, which by the death of his 
brother all fell to Isaac. Tue money 
was all placed in tho hands of a guardian 
and trustee. At the age of sixteen, 
Isaiic, conceiving that his guardian was 
oppressiTe and severe in his conduct to- 
wards him, ran away and arrived in Phil- 
adelphia, where, to uso his own words, he 
found himself friendless with only seven 
dollars in his pocket. Here ho went to 
tho stage proprietor to got a ticket for 
Pittsburgh, Fa. Not having money 
enough, ho told the proprietor his story, 
who gave him a ticket, took him to his 
house and his wife gave him two second" 
hand suits of cloths*, which belonged to a 
son of the same ago. Arriving in Pitts- 
burgh, ho took a steamer for New 
Orleans. On tho steamer thcro was a 
colored chumbermaid, who secured his 
confidence, and to whom ho rolatcd the 
story of his adventure Tho chamber- 
maid toid him if ho would take her advice 
she would put him in a way of making a 
fortuuo. Ho said he would do so, Ac- 
cordingly nho g.-tvo him the sum of three 
hundred dollars and directed him to trade 
between New Orleans and St. Louis 
He commenced this business in a small 
way and prospered, bo that in a year or 
two aftorwards he ventured with cattle, 
horsos and awino. He followed this busi- 
ness for eight »r ten years, and at the age 
of twenty-ono he was worth, he said, near 
0110 hundred thousand dollars. During 
these years ho met the chambermaid sev- 
eral times and offered to rotund tho money 
slio had givou him ton-fold. She declined 
to receive it- — nil she wanted was an as- 
surance if she evcrcamo to want he would 
assist her. Ho missed tho chambermaid 
for a long time nnd finally wont in search 
of her. Ho found tho s'.oamboat she was 
running on tied up iu Cincinnati, and on 
inquiring of tho captain, learned that 
" Rose '* was very sick iu some colored 
quarters in tho suburbs of tho city, whore 
be went and there found her, sick and 
penniless. Ho replenished her wardrobe, 
had her moved to a hotel kept by a 
colored man, and properly attended to. 
Business calling htm to St. Louis, ho 
mado a hasty trip, and on his return to 
Cincinnati learned that " Rose " was at 
the point or death. He wont to see her 
and as soon as she rocognised him, she 
throw an bee arms and expired.. He 



made arrangements for her burial and on 
on tho occasion headed the funeral prd- 
cession to the grave. This attracted 
much nttention and, on Mr. Humphreys' 
return to his hotel, ho heard a stronger 
remark that ho saw a white man head- 
ing a negro funeral procession and did 
not believe ho would do it without 
having sorno negro blood in his 
veins. Mr. Humphreys acknowledged 
beitig the man— denied having any negro 
blood in his veins, which the stranger con. 
tradicted. when Mr. Humphreys slapped 
him in tho face, and gavo him his card 
and number of his room. J 11 the arrange- 
ment for a duel matters were explained — 
the stranger apologized, and tho affair 
was settled over several bottles of wine 
Mojor Humphreys then returned to St. 
Louis, uud soon after went to New York 
to see his guardian and get tho patrimony 
left by his father. He found his guardian 
dead, his estate bankrupt, and his wifo 
uud daughter in tho city of New York 
destitute. He then returned to St. Louis 
whero he served as Colonel of tho State 
Militiu, remained a short limo on his 
plantation, and then went to the Georgia 
Gold Mince, which were, nt this time, 
excitiug considerable ntlention. From 
Georgia ho returned to his estate and 
mines in Missouri, where ho remained 
until the year 1840, when ho gave his 
plantation in charge of "Peter" and "De- 
borah," two of his slaves, and started for 
California. Ho was tho first- ono in 1848 
to determine tho mineral substance foond 
iu digging the mill race for Suiter's Mill, 
on tho American River, to bo gold. 
From that time onward ho resided in 
differant localities in California and 
amassed considerable wealth. In 1851, 
from exposure in mining, his health became 
impaired, and ho retired to San Francisco. 
In the summer of 1862, lie determined 
on returning to St. Louis, and had pur- 
chased a ticket for New York, when his 
friend, Dr. C. M. Hitchcock, TJ. S. A,, 
advised him on account of the trouble in 
tho States, and his poor health, to try 
a season in Victoria, V. I., and accom- 
panied him to this place. Ever since the 
close of the war, Mnjor Humphreys fre- 
quently expressed bis intention of return- 
ing to Missouri; and in ray last intervew 
with him tho 25th of October he told mo 
he should leave on the next steamer, or 
the 0110 following, if he could nrraDgo his 
bus! ncss, 

Major Humphreys was a quiet, unosten- 
tatious gentleman. While in Victoria, 
no ono who made his acquaintance and 
enjoyed his friendship and society, but 
had an impressive senso of his manliness, 
his integrity and moral worth, He was 
generous, kind, and charitable, and tho 
poor and deserving of Victoris, never ap- 
plied to him in vain, as many can attest.
